ST. PATRICK’S DAY 


This month, on the 17*, is the day when we're all Irish... 
Wear something green and there are no questions asked, 
because it will be St. Patrick’s Day. 


Although he’s the patron saint of Ireland, Saint Patrick 
was born a Scotsman. He came to Ireland over 1500 years ago 
on a mission to preach to the Celts. Did he drive the snakes out? 
Probably only the two-legged types, since it’s thought that Ireland 
never had any reptiles. 


Saint Patrick did his job well, preaching and converting 
the Celts to Christianity. The highlight of his career was the 
conversion of the Irish King Aengus. 


The good saint appears on the reverse of the token coins 
made in Dublin around 1670. The half-penny shows Saint Patrick 
preaching, and bears the inscription “Behold the Flock”... while 
the other coin - a farthing - features Saint Patrick driving out the 
snakes. The legend on this coin translates to “May the people be 
at ease.” On the other sides of both coins is the Irish king, playing 


a harp... 


A large shipment of the coins was brought to colonial New 
Jersey where they became legal tender throughout the colony. 
Today, these Saint Patrick coins have come to be known among 
coin collectors as Mark Newby tokens, named after the person who 
imported them. 


Silver proofs of these coins exist, but they’re quite rare, 
costing several thousand dollars or more. We also know of a 
one-of-a-kind gold farthing that’s nearly priceless. 


So, as you enjoy St. Patrick’s Day, think about the good 
feeling and comradeship generated by this holiday, and how it 
has grown through the years. It seems all people share a common 
bond on this special day - a bond that can draw us all a little 
closer to our fellow human beings.

COMMUNION TOKENS 
by Wayne Homren 


Mother’s Day will be celebrated on May 11”....l1n many 
churches all over America, proud Mom’s will beam as 
their children receive their First Communion. But did 
you know that some churchgoers once needed a license 
to receive communion? 


The license we’re talking about was known as a communion 
token. While the practice is obsolete today, many collectors 
still seek out these old-time badges of religious faith. 


The communion ceremony in the modern Christian church 
commemorates Christ’s Last supper. It’s a time when 
parishioners reaffirm their faith by ceremonially consum- 
ing bread and wine, just as the Apostles did at the Last 
Supper. (Kies 


This rite was guarded closely by members 
of the early church. The Protestant branch 
of the faith began using communion 
tokens to guard against outsiders, 
and to symbolize membership 
and faith. In many churches, ie 
it was common practice to give ie 
a metal token to each parishion-X 
er who attended a preparatory 
service and who was deemed 
worthy to later receive communion 

At the actual communion ceremony, 
the parishioner would return the token 
in exchange for the sacrament. 


For hundreds of years, communion tokens were used in 
churches throughout England, Ireland, Scotland and 


America. The early tokens were crude, hand-made 
affairs, bearing only the initials of the church or pastor. 
Later tokens were more elaborate, often bearing a like- 
ness of Jesus’s drinking cup. Most were made of lead or 
pewter - but brass, ivory, porcelain, and even silver were 
also used. 


By 1900, most churches had stopped using the tokens - 
and today, communion tokens are more likely to be 
found in museums than churches. While European com- 
munion tokens are relatively common, most American 
tokens are rare, and worth hundreds of dollars to 
collectors.

Connection to Missouri, but there’s 
an historic hitch in the Missouri 
compromise of 1820. 

Missouri petitioned to be admitted to 
the union as a State, but it wanted to 
admitted as a slave state. Congress 
was evenly divided between 11 free 
and 11 slave states, so this would 
upset the balance of power. 

Even in 1920 there was concern that 
the slavery issue would divide the 
country ~ over 40 years before the first 
shot was fired between the Union and 
Confederate soldiers. 

Maine -- our honored coin state for 
June --now enters the picture. 

Maine was also seeking admission to 
the union and it wanted to be a free 
state. So, this is where the Missouri 
Compromise of 1820 comes in. Maine 
became the 25rd state in March 15, 
1820, but 17 months later after much 
debate, Missouri became the 24th 
state on Aug. 10, 1821. 

Maine’s quarter is the third issue of 
2003 and the 25rd in the 50 State 
Quarters® Program. 

The Maine quarter design 
incorporates a rendition of the 
Pemaquid Point Light atop a granite 
coast and of aschooner at sea. 

Pemaquid Point Light is located in 
New Harbor, and marks the entrance 
to Muscongus Bay and Johns Bay. 

Since the beginning of ship activity in 
the area, a shoal created hazardous 
navigation conditions, causing many

shipwrecks. As maritime trade 
increased in the area, so did the need 
for a lighthouse. 

In 1826, Congress appropriated 
funds to build a lighthouse at 
Pemaquid Point. Although the original 
building was replaced in 1855, and the 
original 10 lamps in 1856, the light is 
still a beacon for ships and remains 
one of Maine’s most popular tourist 
attractions. The schooner does 
resembles the last three-masted 
schooner of the Windjammer Fleet, 
“Victory Chimes,” which has become 
synonymous with Maine 
windjamming. we 

In March 2001, Gov. Angus \/King 
established the Commission on the 
Maine State Quarter Design. } The 
Commission reviewed many concepts 
before choosing three to forward to 
the governor for recommendation. 

Gov. King added a fourth concept to 
the three concepts the Commission 
recommended and forwarded them to 
the United States Mint, which then 
returned four candidate designs based 
on the concepts. They included 
"Nation’s First Light," "Where America's 
Day Begins," Mt. Katahdin, and the 
lighthouse at Pemaquid Point. | 

The Pemaquid Peint Light design was 
chosen by popular vote, with over 
100,000 Maine residents 
participating. 
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THOSE INTO FIRST-DAY COVERS... 


The Lighthouse Preservation Society and Fleetwood have 
produced this First-Day Cover for the Maine Coin. 
The U.S. Mint will have one also, but can’t find a picture of it. The 
photo on this cover makes the mint’s cover quite plain -- if one can 
judge other state’s first-day cover printed by the mint. 

Profits by LPS -- who says only 5,000 covers will be printed -- are used 
to preserve and restore national harbor treasures. 

The 1970 stamp -- marking 150 years -- has Edward Hopper’s 

painting of Cape Elizabeth Lighthouse, named in honor of Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of James | and Queen Anne of Denmark.

AN 18-CENT COIN SUGGESTED 


What America needs is an18-cent piece! 

Well, that’s what a scientist at the University of Waterloo figures 
would help to speed up change making for businesses. 

Jeffrey Shallit thinks al 8-cent piece would increase efficiency by 
17 percent. 

He says an average of 4.70 coins are used in making change. An 
example of 29 cents is given where change would be a cent, 2 
dimes and 2 quarters. Or change could be 7 dimes and a cent. 
Least coinage would be 5. 

He figures the efficiency would be cut to 3.89 if the U.S. minted 
1 cent, 5 cents, 18 cents, and 25 cents. Transactions would be 
completed faster and customers would wait less. He also sees 
advantages in exchanging the quarter for a 29-cent piece - 
besides keeping the 18 cents, and the regular 5 cents, and cent. 

Well, the U.S. has tried other coin amounts: the half cent, 2 cent, 
3 cent, and the 20 cent, but they didn’t prove popular. 

We also have 50-cent pieces and Sacagawea dollars which aren’t 
circulating but the U.S. Mint keeps spitting them out. The half- 
dollar circulated until President Kennedy was assassinated and we 
said good-bye to Benny Franklin and his high silver content. 

The cash registers now don’t have a spot for the dollars, so can 
you image the problem with 18-cent and 29-cent coins added. 

Me thinks Shallit’s coin idea will fall flater than Susie’s dollars.

AMERICA’ S FIRST WEST COAST CENTS 
: By Charles Surasky 
“Go West, Young Man” was Horace Greeley's advice to Easterners 
in the 1800s - but it wasn't until the 20 century that America 
saw its first West Coast pennies 


From 1793 to 1907, the Philadelphia Mint produced every one 
cent coin issued in the United States. Our earliest pennies 
were larger and thicker than today's quarters. but by 1857, 
America’s pennies had been reduced to today's size At first 
they featured a flying eagle design, but then in 1869, the 
popular and long lived Indian head design was used. 


As American population grew - expanding through immigration 
high birth rates and better medical care - production of one 
cent coins had to increase to keep up with demand. Don't 
forget - this was when a cent could buy something of value! 


‘ 


Analysts at the Mint projected rising demand for pennies 
west of the Mississippi, and authorized the San Francisco 
Mint to begin striking cents in 1908. 


But three factors combined to limit the number of 1908 
pennies bearing the “S" mintmark. The “S” stands for the 
San Francisco Mint, where the coins were made. First, 

large numbers of cents had already been produced in 

earlier decades, so there wasn't a great demand for new ones. 
Second the nation’s economy was in one of its worst reces- 
sions ever, so demand for pennies suddenly dropped. 

Finally, pennies wére now being produced in two mints, 
rather than one. © 


Only slightly more than a million 
pennies were made at the San 
Francisco Mint in 1908 - a 99 
percent reduction from the number 
produced the year before at the 
Philadelphia Mint. This made the 
1908-S the rarest one-cent coin that ee 

the Mint had produced in 30 years, And since the pennies 
were the first to feature San Francisco "S" mintmark, they 
became immediate collectors’ items. Their value quickly rose 
to a premium. Today, America's first West Coast pennies 
command a minimum price of $15.00 each Some in excel- 
lent condition sell for more than $150.00

In fact Jackson‘s portrait dom- 
inates the bill, showing his 
shoulders, but with a very priest- 
like neck garment. Gone is the 
famous finger in the pre-1998 bills 
holding the cloak together in a 
strong Washington wind. 

The new design -- unveiled in May 
but due out this fall with a Series 
2004 tag - also includes a faint blue 
eagle to the left of the President. On 
the right is a metallic green eagle 
with shield, plus the words “Twenty 
USA” undulating above “USA 
Twenty” and inked in faint blue. 

On both sides, the background is 
tinted faint green on the left, then 
peach in the center, and ending up 
with faint green on the right. 

On the reverse, the oval border 
around the White House is gone, 
but hundreds of yellow 20s are 
scattered in the background.

of the 1860s. 

A dealer said the monotony of the 
black and green started in the 
1920s when currency was 
redesigned and reduced. 

The average life span of a $20 bill 
is two years. 

The $50 bill's life almost doubles 
and a $100 doubles again. 

The $20 is first to be revised. It’s 
used more than the other two bills. 

Redesigns are also underway in 
the B. E.& P. for the $100 bill, 
released in March 1996, and the 
$50 bill, released in Oct. 1997, to 
protect our money against the 
world’s counterfeiters. Tentative 
dates are 2004 and 2005. 

The Treasury is considering 
whether to change $5 and $10 bills, 
but no plans are afoot for the $1 
and $2 because they aren’t good 
candidates for forgeries.

Before his death in 1999, ANA life member Albert L. Baber of San 
Diego spent more than 45 years involved in numismatics. Going far 
beyond his personal collecting interests, he volunteered and was 
very active in local, state, regional, and national organizations in a 
variety of capacities. His enthusiasm led family members to 
participate in the hobby and join the ANA. 

Dorothy C. Baber started her husband in the hobby as a way to help 
him recuperate from a mild heart attack in 1954, bringing him a 
Whitman folder, a bag of Lincoln cents, and a copy of A Guide Book 
of United States Coins. 

Dorothy followed him into the ANA in the 1960s and joined him in 
his many club and organizational activities. She served as 
secretary, vice president, and president of six local and state 
organizations, and with her husband, was very active in a number of 

ilocal, state, regional, and national show, served as general 
chairman of the ANA’s 1990 National Money show in San Diego. 

In 1988, Dorothy received the ANA Medal of Merit for her service to 
the association. Two years later she was named Outstanding District

Nearly two centuries have passed since Abraham Lincoln was born in a tiny log cabin in 
Kentucky. Yet, his memory lives on, and his status as America’s greatest president remains 
secure. 

It’s been | 38 years since the “moody, tearful night” at Ford’s Theatre. His legacy remains 
a powerful guide to our nation today. 

Before Lincoln's presidency, the United States was a loose confederation of states, with a 
weak central government and a negligible role in world affairs. 

Those referring to this country used the plural: “the United States are.” After Lincoln's 
presidency, the United States became a truly unified nation, with a powerful central 
government ready to assert itself throughout the world. The United States became a 
singular noun: “the United States is.” 

Had Lincoln failed in his task as war leader, the United States would have been forever split 
asunder, and the nascent Confederate republic would likely have disintegrated under the 
weight of its own internal contradictions. 

One shudders to think of the state of the world had the twin horrors of fascism and 
communism been allowed to wreak havoc without a united America to resist them. 

The world today is menaced by rogue regimes and terrorist networks, and the United 
States is divided as to the proper response to these deadly threats. 

Whatever our differences, however, the example of Lincoln reminds us that what binds us 
is always more powerful than that which divides us. 

Lincoln’s commitment to national unity was so profound that he refused even to recognize 
the existence of the Confederacy. To him, the Southern states were simply hijacked by 
rebels. 

Lincoln’s insistence on the sanctity of the Union helped bind the fractious nation together 
even in its darkest hours. Hundreds of thousands of men responded to Lincoln’s call to 
arms, and countless women played their part on the home front. 

The President’s devotion to Gees -- and the eloquence with which he professed it -- 
united the majority of Americans in service and sacrifice. 

However, it is important to remember that Lincoln was a ant controversial president, 
and that a significant pe of the American public opposed his war policies. 

Even as the very existence of the nation was threatened, opponents of the war called for a 
negotiated peace. Lincoln was vilified in the press, portrayed as a bloodthirsty tyrant, and a 
baboon. 

While his administration occasionally resorted to draconian measures such as suspending, 
the writ of habeas corpus, Americans were for the most part entirely free to criticize their 
president and his policies. Though Lincoln may have strained, he did not break the 
Constitution.

The multi-million-dollar yam started in 1920 when five coins surfaced 

that weren’t supposed to exist ~ 1913 V Liberty Nickels. 

The V Nickels had been minted from 1883 to 1912, but in 1915 Con- 
gress has authorized the Buffalo Nickel. Someone in the mint did some 
moonlighting and pressed out five V Nickels with the 1915 date and kept 
them hidden until 1920, when the statue of limitations would kick in. 

In the December 1919 issue of the Numismatist, Samuel Brown of 
N.Y. State placed an ad paying $500 for a 1913 Liberty Head Nickel. 
ANA didn’t know the coin existed but sure enough Brown showed up at 
the October 1920 convention with a 1913 Liberty Head Nickel 

Then in 1924, August Wagner of Philly placed an ad 
in the January issue of the Numismatist offering the # 
five proof 1913 Liberty Head Nickels for $2,000. x §¢ 

The set of coins changed several hands until

IKE SIGNED CURRENCY LAW IN 1955 


“In God We Trust” champion dies 


The man who added “In God We Trust” on our currency died Sept. 15 
in Florida at age 92. 

Charles E. Bennett, a Florida Democrat, was a leader of ethical reform 
who sponsored the 1955 legislation in Congress that became our 
national motto when signed by President Eisenhower. 

U.S. coins already had “In God We Trust,” starting with the 2-cent 
piece introduced in 1864 imder a law signed by President Lincoln. 
Other coins were added through the years, so almost all U.S. coins of 
the 20th century had the motto. 

Mr. Bennett said of his bill from the House floor in April 1955, “At the 
base of our freedom is our faith in God and the desire of Americans to 
live by His will and His guidance. As long as this country trusts in God, it 
will prevail.” He authored several books on early Florida history. 

“Mr. Clean,” as he was nicknamed, sponsored formation of the House 
Ethics Committee and was its first chairman. 

Mr. Bennett was also a sponsor of the landmark Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act. He walked with a cane as a result of polio contracted in 
the Army in WWII while leading guerrillas in Philippines jungles. He 
was discharged a captain in 1947 and in 1948 entered Congress. 

He also consistently voted against congressional pay raises and 
refused donations from military contractors while senior member of

The $2 bill is money that merchants love to hate. 

Even cash registers don’t like $2 bills, nor do 
vending machines. 

But someone sure does. The $2 bill -- like the half 
dollar -- goes into hiding and seldom comes up for 
fresh air. 

There’s $1.2 billion of these bills in circulation 
worldwide, according to Treasury estimates in 1999. 

“Circulation” means the bills have left the Federal 
Reserve vaults, but not really circulating in the 
every-day business world. 

The 164 million bills printed in Series 1995 has 
i to about 9.5 million in the Federal Reserve 
vaults. 

That figure includes the remains of nation’s 200th 
Birthday Party in 1976 when almost 600 million of 
the $2 bills were cranked out like confetti. 

Where have all the dollars gone? Like the singing 
duo says, “Long time passing.” 

So, if the $2 bills aren’t circulated or spent, why 
print more of them if they’re about as useful as 
thumb tacks on a balloon? 

That’s the question some are asking when the 
Moneymakers said they were considering another 
104 million $2 bills (Series 2003 issue) for the fis- 
cal year that started Oct. 1. 

e $2 bill costs 4 cents to print and they rarely 
wear out, so there’s no replacement cost. 

When was the last time you got a crumpled $2 in 
change? Bills are still crisp and flat.

Under this authority, 49,000 bills of the $2 denomination were issued. 

In 1928, the present size U.S. Note with the portrait of Thomas Jefferson, 
third U.S. President and author of the Declaration of Indepence. 

The Series 1963A note bore Jefferson on its face and Monticello on the 
reverse. The Series 1976 note features a portrait of Thomas Jefferson 
painted in the early 1800's by Gilbert Stuart and the back design is a vignette 
based on an engraved reduction of the painting, "The Signing of the 
Declaration of Independence," by John Trumbull. 

The Series 1976 note was printed to celebrate the U.S. Bicentennial -- 
590,720,000 Series 1976 $2 notes were printed. 
The 1995 series notes were printed at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing’s Western Currency Facility and bear the seal of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta. These notes carry the signatures of Secretary 
Robert Rubin and U.S. Treasurer Mary Ellen Withrow.

they shelved it. The unidentified heirs started 
corresponding with ANA Curator Lawrence Lee, 
who arranged for them to bring the “altered coin” 
to Baltimore to be displayed with the four “real 
coins” at ANA 2003 World’s Fair of Money. 

Lee believed the coin would draw attention to 
the display because Walton was the last owner of 
the genuine specimen. 

Upon examining the “altered coin,” show 
experts declared it the Real Thing and placed it in 
the exhibition as such. 

On Sept. 22, ANA released official grading 
results from NGC that indeed the Walton Liberty 
Head was genuine. “A coin of this magnitude 
doesn’t come along very often,” ANA Executive 
Director Christopher Cipoletti said. 

Compare the 1924 price of $2,000 for all five to 
the 2001 auction price of $1.9 million for one — 
and you can see that the Walton heirs are really in 
the chips now. The Walton Collection sale in 
1963 netted them about $875,000. 

In May of this year, Bowers and Merena Galleries 
of Wolfeboro, N.H., had offered a bounty of $1 
million for the lost coin in a national search, 
which scared up other rare coins but not THE 
COIN. Four months later, THE COIN joined up 
with the four other Liberty nickels at an ANA 
convention - about as mysteriously as the first 
1915 Liberty raised its pretty face in 1920.

The 50-State Quarters project 
has boosted coin collecting to new 
heights with a grass-roots 
movement not seen since the 40’s 
and 50’s. 

Arkansas was admitted into the 
Union on June 15, 1836. The state 
was acquired through the 
Louisiana Purchase of 1803 and 
later became the Arkansas 
Territory before gaining 
statehood. 

The obverse has a diamond on 
top center, with stalks of rice on 
the left, a mallard flying on right 
side, and_ with trees, buildings 
and lake in center.

Pancho Villa was born Doroteo Arango in 
Durango around 1877. At 16, he killed a man 
who raped his younger sister and then fled, 
taking on his new name. 

When 20, he became a miner and then a 
“wholesale meat-seller” -- — of 
rustled cattle. In 1899 he added bank 
robbery to increase his means. 

He became a legendary hero to the poor by 
seizing land giving it away. In 1910 he 
switched from bandido to revolucionario. 
He was very charismatic and recruited an 
army of thousands -- including Americans. 

He would dance all night at his fiestas, hut 
didn’t drink. His widow said Pancho Villa — 
was officially married 26 times.

The Money of the Mexican Revolution 
exhibit will track the revolutionaries as 
they fought against a constantly chang- 
ing central government -- and among 
themselves. 

Opening on November 20, 2003 -- Mexi- 
can Revolution Day -- the story of that 
tumultuous time will be told through the 
coins and paper money issued during the 
rebellion, according to the American | 
Numismatic Association. 4 

“The Mexican Revolution is a fascinating, 
yet complicated story," says Money Museum Curato 
Lawrence Lee. "The money produced during this 
time is one of the most complex of the modern age. 

It is through these bits of metal and paper 
that we reinterpret the story of this great 
struggle." 

"Always in need of money to pay their 
troops, buy supplies and set up provisional 
governments, those orchestrating the battle 
for change quickly discovered a simple 
solution -- make their own," Lee said. 

"Using whatever materials they had on 
hand, and often with very limited facilities, 
the numerous revolutionary leaders, in- 
eluding the famed Francisco ‘Pancho’ Villa 
and Emiliano Zapata, struck their own 
coins and printed their own paper and 
cardboard currency." 

In addition to the hundreds of monetary 
specimens, including some of the rarest 
coins from the Mexican Revolution, the ex- 
hibit will feature documents, photographs, 
and other artifacts. 

Of special interest will be a series of 
stark, black-and-white photographs by 
Agustin Victor Casasola, on loan from El 
Museo Latino, that capture the grim reality 
of a nation at war with itself. 

The exhibit begins with 37-year-old Fran- 
cisco Madero's 1910 attempt to unseat 
President Porfirio Diaz, who ruled Mexico 
for more than a quarter century. Madero 
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~ Emiliano Zapata 


soon joined Villa and revolutionary leader 


Pascual Orozco in northern Mexico, and, 
with Zapata in the south, they succeeded in 
driving Diaz into exile in early 1911. 

Madero assumed the presidency but in 
1913 revolutionary Victoriano Huerta 
successfully overthrew Madero, who 
subsequently was assassinated. 

Huerta was forced to resign and flee the 
country in 1941 because of Villa. Villa's 
ally, Venustiano Carranza, became 
president, but excluded Villa and Zapata 
from leadership. Angered, the two 
revolutionaries moved against Carranza. 

General Alvaro Obregon, with the help of 
Villa, ousted the new president. Almost 
immediately, Obregon then went to war 
against Villa and Zapata. 

Three years later, Zapata was assassi- 
nated. In 1920 Carranza was killed in his 
attempt to remove Obregon. That same year 
Obregon was elected as president and 
pardoned Villa, who then retired from 
politics. Villa was assassinated in 1928, 
and Obregon was killed in 1928 before his 
2nd inauguration. 

"Viva la Revolucion!" is produced in con- 
junction with the Mexican Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs; Consulate General of Mexi- 
co in Denver; Mexican Cultural Center; El 
Museo Latino in Omaha; and Mexican 
numismatic experts Don Bailey of Hemet 
and Joe Flores of Stockton.

Jefferson Nickel goes Historical 


It's been 200 years since the fledgling United States doubled its size 
with the stroke of two pens. Back in 1803, nations often gained land by 
sword, but the pen proved mightier for President Thomas Jefferson. 

Napoleon had big plans for France’s world empire, but ran short of 
cash in fighting the British. So, he was willing to sell the whole 800,000 
square miles of the Louisiana Territory for $15 million. 

Jefferson had sent James Monroe to buy only New Orleans and West 
Florida for $10 million, but returned with the biggest land buy in 
history. The Lewis & Clark expedition investigated the purchase. 


In 1938 Jefferson was honored with his bust 
and home on the nickel that replaced Felix 
Schlag’s Indian bust. For 65 years it’s been 
unchanged, but President Bush signed a law in 
April that the reverse of Jefferson will mark the 
1803 purchase with two new designs in 2004-05

The nation was only 27 years old and the 
settlers ha’ spread westward from the 
original 13 Colonies to the Mighty 
MississippiRiver. 

Thomas \efferson, who merged his life 
into United States history by writing the 
Declaration of Independence in 1776, 
was the President. He questioned 
whether the Law of the Land gave him 
authority to purchase land to extend the 
borders of the nation. 

When the Senate backed him, he sought 


to buy New Orleans and West Florida 
from the French for as much as $10 
million so the river could be used to get 
crops to the East Coast via the QGuif 
Route, and supplies back. 

But in the negotiations with the French 
by future President James Monroe and 
Ambassador Kobert Livingston, they 
found out that Napoleon was short of 
cash and was willing to sell all his land 
from New Orleans to Montana for $15 
million.

Napoleon didn't want the United States 
siding with the British in his plans to 
conquer Europe, so two problems were 
solved in selling the Louisiana Territory. 

Napoleon got $15 million ready cash 
and U. S. ships could ply the Mississippi 
River without causing a war with France. 

As a result President Jefferson firmly 
secured his legacy as one of the truly 
great figures in American history, 
considering also his leadership in the 
nation’s founding. 

Jefferson sent out the Lewis & Clark 
Expedition to see if the Mississippi River 
would lead to a Northwest Passtige to 
the Pacific Ocean. One by-product was 
mapping the territory, which everjtuallly 
became all or part of 15 States: 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, lowa, 
Nebraska, South Dakota, North Dakota, 
Minnesota, Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, 
and New Mexico.
